TO K Y O , April 11 — General Dougl as MacArthur 
turned over his duties to his Chief of Staff tonight after 
receiving with what was described as "soldierly” stoicism 
President Trum an’s order relieving him of all his com­ 
mands. The 7 I-year-old general engaged in three and a 
half hours of final conference with top aides, then left his 
Tokyo headquarters office for his American Embassy 
home without any public comment on bis removal. 
President Truman today removed MacArthur from 
all of his military commands in the Far East in a stunning 
climax to their policy differences over conduct of the 
Korean war and world reaction was marked by shocked 
surprise. The President ordered Lt. Uen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway to replace MacArthur as supreme commander 
allied forces, commander-in-chief United Nations com­ 
mand, commander-in-chief f ar East and commanding gen­ 
eral U. S. Army, Far East. Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
was named to succeed Ridgway as United Nations com­ 
mander on the Korean war front.
